1. The Licensing Note to Chapter - 87 will be amended as follows : 

"Para 2(11) (e) The above mentioned provisions will not 
apply to the import of new vehicles : 

(i) For the purpose of certification as per para (c) (f) 
above; 

(ii) For the purpose of defence requirement. 

Para 2(11) (f) : The above mentioned provisions will also not 
apply to the import of new vehicles for R & D purpose by 
vehicle manufacturers and auto component manufacturers. 
However, the vehicles imported by both these categories fq£ 
R & D will not be registered under the CMVR Rules in tlM 
country and will not ply on Indian roads. The customs wW 
make necessary endorsement at the time of clearance of 
these vehicles. ^ 

Para 2 (II) (g) : In case the country of Manufacture is a 
land locked country and the shipment takes place from 
another country, the vehicles would deemed to have been 
exported from the country of manufacture provided there 
are supporting documents to track the vehicles from the 
country of manufacture to the Port of Landing and from 
there, to the Port of Destination."
